General war. 

a) General, war resulting fran hostilities short of general war which were

.r-ltnough military operations short of general wa r are not intended to provoke 
general war, military or political conditions night be created which, would 
precipitate the initiation of general war by the'USSR. Further, the US, under 
expanding military.operations, might achieve a significant degree .of mobilisation. 

I inereforc, the deliberate initiation of general war by the USSR under these 
j conditions is considered to be unlikely. It would obviously be more advantageous 
to the USSR to initiate general war by a surprise atomic attack on the US.
